It  la  only 
tn  Knmr  .->f  the.  hnmn?;  of  the  very 
wealthy  that  married  women  can  be 
ssald  to  have  no  occupation.  In  many 
of  these  she  directs  all  the  varied  In- 
du.strles  of  a  mansion  and  engages  in 
philanthropic  umk  finlsiilc.  Yet  the 
census  says  tliat  m.-irric,!  vvtunen  have 
no     ncctipatlnu.

Mr.   BodwcU  argued   that   Capt.    S<ar.<^' 
actions    must    be    judged    not    from    the 
standpoint    ..f    infallible    judgment,    but 
from     the     standpoint     of    a     reasonable 
'man   exercising   his  own   be.st   Judgment. 
Speaking  of  the  build  of  the  Iroauols, 
Mr.    Bodwell    described    the    Iroquois    as 
a  first-class  ship  of  her   kind.     She   was 
H     comparatively    small    vessel,    but    as 
was    shown    In    the    evidcjice,     she     had 
weathered      many      storms      and      Capt. 
Soars    had    every    reason    to    feel    coiift- 
dence  in    the   staunchness  of  his   craf t.  ^ 
TtiA    only    Question    to    b«    consiuereu 
was  If  there  was  anything  wrong  about 
the   stowing  of   the  c^rgo.      It   was   pos- 
sible   to   see    now    that   the   cargo    might 
have  been   slowed  differently,   but   could 
such    a    contingency    be    foreseen'      uta 
not  the  Iroquois  fall  victim  to  a  pecul- 
iar   set    of    circumstances    of    wind    and 
tide    and    speed    that    produced    dynamic 
Instability?        Mr.      Bodwell      submitted 
that  such   was   the  case  and   that    there- 
fore   the    loss    of    the    Iroquois    must    be 
set   down    under    the   head    of   accidents. 
The  probably  outcome  and   not   the  pos- 
sible was   what   a  csptain   must   prepare 
for.      Otherwise   no   captain   had   a   right 
to    leave    pi^rt    because    anything    might 
happen. 

MX.   BodweU'B   Theory. 
Mr.   Bodwell   went  on  to  contend   that 
the    shifting    of    the    fertilizer    and    rice 
was    Insufficient    to     have     caused     the 
steamer  to  roll  over.     He  submitted  that 
the  force  of  Nature  alone  In  the  shape 
of  a   heavy  sea  rolled  the  Iroquois  over 
unUl    »he    took    in    \vater    at    her    win- 
dows   and    finally    foundered,    from    that 
cause.     There  was  no  evidence   to  show 
that  any  of  the  cargo  aft  shifted  at  all. 
There     was    evidence    to    show     that    a 
part    of    the    pile    of   fertilizer   did    shift, 
but     as    to    whether    or    not     this     was 
enough    to    affect    the    stability    of    the 
ship      Mr.      Bodwell      declared     that     It 
could   not   have   or  else    the   ship  would 
never  have  recovered  after  the  first  roll. 
Mr.   Jacksoft   in   his   summing   up  said 
that   there  were  four  distinct  classes  of 
evidence    In    this    case.      There    was    the 
unprejudiced  evidence  of  passengers  and 
onlookers;    there   was   that  of   those   of- 
ficers  or   employees    formerly   connected 
with     the     Iroquois,    also    unprejudiced; 
there  was  t^e  evidence  of  those  directly 
connected     with     the     vessel,     including 
her   owner.
